A reconnaissance survey which 
covered every county in Alabama 
revealed that 82.9 per cent of the 
total area was “suffering in some 
degree from erosion,’  Bxplicity, 
sheet washing was found prevalent 
on more than 25 million acres; 
and aetive gullying on nearly 25 
million acres, 

Dividing the state for erosion 
studies, the observers found little 
or no erosion on 5,616,851 aeres or 
17.1 per cent of the total area in 
the state, exclusive of large cities 
and water, 

The observers found also that 
“one-fourth to three-fourths of the 
topsoil had been lost on 17,182,166 
acres or $2.2 per cent of the total,” 
More than three-fourths of the 
topsoil and a portion of subsoil had 
been lost on 8,240,954 acres or 25.0 
per cent of the total, 

The 22,861,601 acres affected by 
gullying were divided into ‘“occa- 
sional gullies’ with 19,908,692 
or 60,5 per cent,” “severe 
gullies,” 2,947,728 acres or 9.0 per 
cent, and “destroyed by gullies,” 
5,181 acres, 

Most of these soils have lost 50 
to 75 per cent of the topsoil by 
continuous clean-cultivation of row 
crops of cotton and corn plus im- 
proper handling of the soil, Many 
deep gullies have been formed, 
completely destroying valuable 
farm land by the concentration of 
excess run-off water and its un-

SORGHUM IS GOOD FOR 
FILLING TRENCH SILOS 


AUBURN, Ala.—Good silage is 
one of the best feeds that can be 
given animals in winter, says F. 
W. Burns, extension livestock spe- 
cialist, who is urging all farmers 
to include silage in their farming 
budget. ‘ 

The best crop for Alabama far- 
mers to grow for filling silos is 
sorghum. The Texas seeded rib- 
bon (goose neck), a tall-growing 
late variety, is the most desirable 
for silage purposes. “Since there 
is some confusion as to the cor- 
rect name of this variety, be sure 
of your seed sources,” Burns ad- 
vises, 

The advent of the trench silo 
should lead to a greater usage of 
silage by small herd owners, 
Burns states, for this type of silo 
is easily adapted to all herd sizes.

by, fled and sought shelter in a 
ditch. The siorm passed over 
them, strewing farm implements 


und wreckage. “The storm lusted 


but just half a minute,” said the 
elder Lee, “but long enough to 
wreck the entire farm.” 


A mile beyoifd the Lee farm, 
the home and barn of Mr. and Mrs, 
Callie Widnham were heavily hit, 
The extent of damage at this place 
could not be determined because 
of its inaccessibility due to wreck- 
age and uprooted trees. Reports 
were that no one was injured. 

All telephone communications 
were cut off, leaving the entire 
area surrounding Midland City iso- 
lated. Word got through to Do- 
than and ambulantes were called, 
‘the first taking Mr. Conrey and 
his son to the hospital. The en- 
tire countryside was combed for 
possible injured, but no more were 
found. 

The Conrey family probably did 
not know what struck them, as 
they were in the house when the 
storm swept in from the Mont- 
gomery highway 200 yards away. 
As the house was leveled, the wind 
carried them for 150 yards, de- 
positing all three in an open field 


with wreckage still flying around. | 


Neighbors braved a heavy wind 
and rain to go to their aid and 
found Mrs. Conrey dead. She had 
a broken arm, crushed right hip, 
broken leg, a crushed chest and 
head and face injuries. Mr. Con-| 
vey suffered a fractured skull, 
broken left arm and crushed chest. 

The Conrey child suffered head 
injuries, a broken arm and a brok- 
en leg. His condition was describ- 
ed by hospital attendants as ‘‘very 
serious,’ with recovery a matter 
of doubt. 

The Conrey home was located 
on a large plantation owned by 
A. B. Hawkins. The three barns 
and the other buildings were own- 
ed by Mr. Hawkins. They were 
situated on a plot an acre square 
and this tract was virtually lev- 
eled.

Not to be out- 
done by his sister, S. W. Daniels 
killed a five-foot rattler about a 
mile distant that same evening, it 
possessing 12 rattles.

DANGEROUS WIDOWS—Much 
has been said and done by and 
about various kinds of widows, but 
the most dangerous variety that I 
have come in close proximity with 
recently was the one Mr. J. J. Grif- 
fis brought to The Clipper office 
in a bottle one day last week. It 
was of the “black” species known 
as the black widow spider, whose 
bite is said to be as poisonous as 
that of a rattlesnake. Mr. Griffis 
stated that he discovered two of 
these widows under some rotten 
boards at the R. L. Cooper Lum- 
ber Company plant. He said a 
larger one than the specimen he 
showed in the bottle made an at- 
tack upon him much after the na- 
ture of a hen with biddies, but he 
mashed the life out of the venom- 
ous insect. He then saw the small- 
er spider and succeeding in cap- 
turing it alive and put it in the 
bottle. Upon examination, the 
spider was found to be jet black 
with the bright red hourglass de- 
sign on its under side, as describ- 
ed in newspaper reports concern- 
ing this menacing spider which 
has caused the deaths of several 
persons in various parts of the 
country. 

Mr. Griffis says he found three 


good-sized balls or cocoons inside | 


of which were numerous little 
spiders almost ready to hatch out. 
He set fire to and burned up ev- 
erything around the spiders’ nest, 
which probably stamped out what 
might have become a serious men- 
ace to the whole community. Ev- 
ery one should take warning and 
constantly be on the lookout for 
these black widow spiders, for 
they seem to be scattered over all 
parts of the country. Before you 
put your hands into any place 
where a spider may be lurking, 
make an examination, The black 
widow spider is more dangerous 
than a rattlesnake for while the 
rattler will try to escape if let 
alone and will warn its attacker 
before striking, the black widow 
will rush at its victim and bite 
without warning.

debted and were not able to meet! 
their interest payments, pay tax-|

The objective of the project is 
to secure in distressed farm debt 
cases as large a measure of social 
and economic justice as possible 
for both the farm debtor and his 
creditors, This objective does not 
infer the ‘scaling down” of any)

with his ereditors. The need of| 


voluntary farm-debt adjustment 
arises from the fact that no two 
faurm-debt situations are alike, 

It is a National necessity that 
these worthy farmers should be 
suved. Until recently, about the 
only settlement for cases of ex- 
cessive debt—excessive in terms} 
of ability to pay—-was court ac- 
tion. This is the least desirable 
method of settlement if any other | 
iS possible, as court action is cost- 
ly and uncertain, It is likely to 
result in dispussession of the Jarm- 
er as an owner, ana irequently 
eliminates the possibility of his re-| 
muining on the farm as a tenant.

Such a pro- 
gram not only rehabilitates the 
individuals concerned, but is a) 
marked factor in community build- 
ing. The purchasing power of the 
debtor is restored, and the Cred- 
itor whose frozen assets have been 
made liquid is enabled to engage 
in other types of business activity 
which are likely to result in profit 
to him and benefit to his com- 
munity.

Purpose and Functions of County 
Farm Debt Committees: 

1. To give friendiy, reilable in- 
formation and counsel to both 
debtors and creditors. Too fre- 
quently debtors brood over their 
difficulties instead of seeking ef-/| 
fective relief. 

2. To work out agreements en- 
abling worthy farmers to remain) 
on the farm, instead of losing hope 
and deeding the farm to the cred- 
itors. Creditors generally do not | 
wish to take title of a debtor's 
property, although a few have used | 
unfair coercion to get debtors to 
give up titles. 

3. To aid in stopping unneces- 
sary foreclosures, while recogniz- 
ing that some foreclosures cannot 
be avoided in the best interests of 
ALL PARTIES.

Few peo- 
ple are well informed, especially 
with regard to the provisions of 
the revised Federal Bankruptcy 
Act, which permits adjustments 
through the conciliation commis- 
sioners upon & more or less vol- 
untary basis without resorting to 
the provisions of the Frazier- 
Lemke Act which renders him a 
“bankrupt.”
